NASHVILLE  —  ( BP)-—  South¬ 
ern  Baptists’  lota!  gifts  to  Con¬ 
vention-wide  work  through  the 
Cooperative  Program-  and  de¬ 
signated  offerings  are  running 
8.74  per  cent  '  ahead  of  last 
year’s  total  gilts,  according  to 
Porter  Routh,  Nashville,  trea¬ 
surer  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

Total  gifts  for  the  first  nine 
months  of  the  year  -were  $18,- 
704,468  compared  with  $17,200,- 
326  in  1956.  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  gifts  -were  up  $673,591 
(6.84  per  cent)  to  $10,526,727  and 
designated  offerings  were  up 
$830,550  (11.3  pCr  cent)  to  $8,- 
177,741.  _ _ 


Mississippi  Up 

Mississippi  reported  total  gifts 
to  date  this  year  of  $821,065 
which  included  $443,827  through 
the  Cooperative  Program  and 
$377,238  through  designations. 
At  the  same  time  in  1956,  total 
gifts  in  the  state  were  $748,276 
with  Cooperative  Program  offer¬ 
ings  amounting  to  $413,030  and 
designations  to  $335,246. 

Comparing  September,  1957, 
with  September,  1956,  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  gifts  were  up 
slightly  this  year  —  both  sur¬ 
passing  the  million-dollar  mark.

“One  of  our  serious  problems 
in  Barranquilla  is  the  poverty 
of  so  many  of  our  people.  In  re¬ 
cent  years  living^costs  have  ris¬ 
en  380  perceftt^'hift  wages  have 
gone  up  only  20  percent.”  So 
spoke  Rev  John  Thomas  to  our 
group  at  the  Hotel  del  Prado 
Tuesday  night.  In  spite  of  this 
problem  and  others  our  Baptist 
work  is  growing.  We  have  seven 
organized  churches  and  several 
mission  stations  as  well  as  a 
hospital  here. 

The  need,  however,  for  more 
workers  and  more  churches  is 
evident  on  every  hand.  Spiritual 
hunger  as  well  as  physicaLmaL.

Are  We  Making  Any  Progress? 

Baptist  bigness  is  6ne  of  the  greatest  threats  to  our 
Christian  witness! 

In  several  states  we  constitute  a  majority  of  the  church 
membership — in  Mississippi  62  percent. 

One  can  hardly  refer  to  the  work  of  Southern  Baptists 
without  using  the  fabulous  word. “million”  rather  frequent¬ 
ly.  We  are  rather  proud  of  being  “millionaires.”  Maybe 
too  proud. 

The  important  thing  is,  are  we  really  ihaking  any  pro¬ 
gress?  John  Hurt,  editor  of  Georgia’s  Christian  Indek, 
raises  some  timely  questions  about  the  matter.  He  says: 

“We  have  given  too  much  attention  to  statistics.  They 
are  comforting  only  until  they  are  analyzed. 

“Southern  Baptist  membership,  we  say,  is  approaching 
the  nine-million  mark.  We  are  the  fastest  growing  of  all 
major  denominations.  We  can’t  find  a  fourth,  or  a  third, 
of  our  members.  Trim  the  figure  down  to  six  or  seven  mil¬ 
lion  and  get  alarmed.  Evaluate  those  remaining  and  you 
can  create  panic. 

“We  boast  about- the  nearly  400  million  dollars  that 
passed  through  our  church  treasuries  last  year  Cut  the 
figure  in  half  for  a  comparison  with  a  decade  ago  for  that’s 
what  the  dollar  is  worth.  Then,  just  how  much  is  our  pro¬ 
gress  in  stewardship?  , 

“We  are  missionary  Baptists  out  don’t  shout  the  de¬ 
scriptive  of  missionary.  Back  in  1948  we  gave  19.7  per  cent 
of  our  church  funds  to  missions.  Now  the  percentage  is  | 
17.5  and  it  has  cost  missions  exactly  $-48,671,736  in  the  eight- 
years  of  decline.  We  need  larger  church  auditoriums,  ade¬ 
quate  educational  units,  air  conditioning  and  church  staffs 
but  do  we  need  them  at  the  expense  of  missions? 

“Where  is  our  zeal  for  evangelism?  It  took  22.6  South-  \ 
ern  Baptists  all  of  last  year  to  win  one  cob  vert  for  Christ.  | 
In  Georgia,,  the  figure  was  24.4.  Comforting,  for  a  change,-- 
is  the  fact  that  the  ratio  is  improving  but  it  will  take  a  cen¬ 
tury  or  more  to  make  it  respectable. 

“Even  the  figures  are  disturbing  when  studied  in  their 
proper  light.  They  were  our  last  hope  for  comfort. 

“We  aren’t  growing  better  Christians  than  did  our  fath¬ 
ers  or  grandfathers.  We  don’t  have  any  churches  that  once 
they  speak  on  moral  issues,  speak  with  authority.  We  have 
only  a  few  men  in  either  pulpit  or  pew  who  will  speak

confined  to  Bedford  jail  has  a 
prison  sentence  been  turned  to 
better  advantage  than  in  the 
•case  of  Janies  Greenwood  and 
i  William  Loval,  Baptist  preach- 
I  ers. 

After  being  held  in  King  and 
Queen  County  jail  for  sixteen 
days,  the  Baptists  were  discharg¬ 
ed  by  the  court  today  after 
posting  bond  for  good  behavior'. 
The  court’s  liberality  was  ac¬ 
counted  for  at  least  in  part  by 
the  fact  that  even  imprisonment 
could  not  prevent  the  ministers 
from  preaching  the  gospel, 

While  conducting  services  in 
a  brush  arbor.  Greenwood  and 
Loval  were  seized  by  authori¬ 
ties  for  preaching  without  a 
license  from  the  state  church  of 
Virginia.  Although  this  is  the 
first  arrest  of  Baptists  in  this 
county,  the  practice  is  not  un¬ 
common  elsewhere  in  the  state. 
Because  there  is  no  law  pro¬ 
hibiting  Baptists  from  preach¬ 
ing,  they  -usually  are  charged 
with  ‘‘disturbing  the  peace.” 

As  the  Baptists  were  being 
led  away  to  prison,  -they  sang, 
“Life  is  the  time  to  serve  the 
Lord,”  and  told  their  congrega¬ 
tion  that  they  would  continue 
to  hold  services  from  their  cell. 

After  the  first  day  and  night 
in  prison,  Greenwood  and  Lo- 
val  were  allowed  a  certain 
amount  of  freedom  and  preach¬ 
ed  with  great  effect  to  the 
crowds  which  gathered  regular¬ 
ly.  The  fact  that  the  jail  mere¬ 
ly  served  as  a  meetinghouse  for 
the  Baptjgts  may  explain  their 
release  by  the  court. 

The  prisoners  even  won  the 
friendship  and  loyalty  of  their 
jailer  and  received  many  fav¬ 
ors  from  him  and  his  wife.  "I 

Imprisonment  is  not  a  new 
experience  for  Greenwood.  A 
year  ago  he  was  jailed  with  1 
three  other  Baptist  preachers 
for  forty-six  days  in  Middlesex  1 
C-ounty.  That  sentence  also 
was  for  conducting  worship  ser-  | 
vices  without  approval  of  the 
state  church.  i 


— At  that  time, 'Greenwood  and 
his  fellow  prisoners  were  order¬ 
ed  held  in  close  jail  on  bread 
and  water  until  they  gave  bond 
not  to  preach  again  in  Middle¬ 
sex.  Not  only  did  friends  bring 
food  and  other  needs  to  the 
prisoners,  but  they  attended 
services  conducted  by  the  pris¬ 
oners  from,  their  cells  in  such 
numbers  that  authorities  decid¬ 
ed  to  release  the  "Baptists.

according  to  Paul's  check-up  or 
diagnosis  is  six.  In  the, text  of 
our  lesson  for  today.  Dr.  Paul 
applies  surgery  to  two  of  them, 
and  to  the  first  of  them,  he  as¬ 
signs  65  verses  of  the  epistle. 

1.  Sexual  Laxity.  The  .first 
case  to  claim  the  attention  of 
Paul  -  and  to  evoke  condemna¬ 
tion  from  him  is  that  of  a  man 
who  has  taken  his  step-mother 
for  his  wife.  Uhder  the  Jewish, 
the  N^psaic,  law,  this  crime  car¬ 
ried  the  death  penalty.  Under 
the  Roman  law,  it  was  also  a 
heinous  offense  against  the  law 
and  every  canon  of  decency,  but 
here  in  Corinth  it  was  being 
tolerated  in  a  member  of  the 
church.

Such  will  be  the 
effect  upon  the  church  of  one 
blatant  hypocrite,  whose  un¬ 
blushing  sin  disgraces  any 
church,  and  all  the  more  so  if. 
as  in  the  case  of  this  church  at 
Corinth,  the  church  winks  at 
the  sin,  and  excuses  it. 

Pauls  warning  is,  "A  little 
leaven  leaveneth  the  whole 
lump.”  affccteth  the  whole  body, 
changeth  the  whole  body,  influ¬ 
enced  the  whole  body  into  a 
likeness  to  itself.  What's  the 
remedy  in  a  case  of  this  gross 
character?  "Purge  out  the  old 
leaven,”  cut  out  the  gangrene, 
pull  the  pus-bearing  tooth,  re¬ 
move  the  malignant  tumor.
